42 A Proclamation concerning Leaſes and Aſſerts. 


Ils moſt Excellent Maieſtie calling to his remem- 


b:ance, that the Imperiall Crowne ofthis Realme hath euer beene 
4 \| enriched with Honozs, Pallaces, Caſtles, Lo2dſhips, Manozs, Foz- 
dY| reſts, Parkes, Chaſes, Lands, Tenements, Neuenues and heredi⸗ 
l taments, of a greater yeerely value, then any Kingoz Pzince in E v- 
|| «oye, And not finding any of them to haue beene by any of his Pꝛo⸗ 
genitoꝛs (Kings and Queenes of this KNealme) ſo indiuidually an⸗ 
. nered to the ſaid Impertall Crowne, but that the ſame hath beene 
ſeuered 02 diuided : And where it hath pleaſed Almightie God of his infinite and vnſpeakc⸗ 
able mercy towards this Realme,both in pꝛeſent, and to all future Poſterities, not only to bleſſe 
and enrich his Maieſtie with ſuch a plentifull and Royal Pꝛogenie, aboue the moſt of the Kings 
ofthe woꝛld, as his louing Subiccts and their poſteritics ſhall, by Gods pꝛouidente, foꝛ euer be 
freed from all foꝛmer feares, and lite in all happineſſe and lafetie, vnder the tertaine and bleſſed 
gouermnent of his Maieſtie, and his Royall Iſſue, vutill all the Kingdomes of the earth ſhall 
haue an end, but alſo with ſuch Iſſues, as God hath endued with ſo many rare and excellent 
bertues and gifts both of body and mind, the multiplication of which his Nopall Poſteritie (to 
our further tomfoꝛt) remaineth in Gods lecret pleaſure: His Mateſtie intending to begin and 
leaue an example both to his owne and others, of his Royall and naturall care, as well foꝛ the 
terteine ſuppoꝛtation and amplitude of his Royall Sucteſſoꝛs, Kings of this Nealme, and foꝛ 
honourable Joinctures to be made to the Queenes of this Realme foꝛ the time being, as alſo 
foꝛ competent ſuſtentation and aduancement of the Kings yonger child:en, in honourable and 
pꝛoſperous eſtate, as appertaineth; Math (out of his Pzincely wiſedome and pꝛouidente, by ad⸗ 
nice of his Pꝛiuie Conncell)reſolned to haue all thoſe Hono2s, Pallaces,Caſtles, Loꝛdſhips, Ma⸗ 
nours, Foꝛreſts, Parkes, Chaſes, Lands, Tene ments and Hereditaments, partell ofthe poſſeſ- 
ſions of his Maieſties Crowne of England, and of the Dutchie of Lancaſter, as are ſet downe and 
expꝛeſſed in fourteene Schedules, to be indiuiduallp and infeparably, foz the purpoles and in⸗ 
tents aboueſaid, at the next Seſſion of Parliament, by Authoꝛitie and conſent of the ſame, vnt- 
ted and annexed foꝛ euer hereafter to the Imperiall Crowne of thisRealme, His moſt Excel- 
lent Maieſtie vnderſtanding, that the greateſt part of the Pꝛemiſſes be in Leaſe foꝛ Lines oz 
Bteres in poſſeſſion, and moſt of them in Renerſion foꝛ terme of yeeres, All which be ſnbtect not 
onely to ſtrict conditions, but allo to diners other queſtions and ambiguities, which cannot ſo 
perfectly and effectually be ſalued and remedied after the ſaid Annexation, as they may now be, 
and in his Pꝛintely care and fauour to his louing Subtectstcndzing their quiet, without ſeeking 
ſuch aduantages, as his Maieſtie might by the Lawes of this Realme, by reaſon of the ſaid 
Conditions, and other defects: And to the end there may be a meane, whereby his Highneſle 
ſaid Subiects may with leſſe charge and attendance attaine to a tonuenient Compoſition in ſuch 
taſes; Hath by his Highneſſe Comiſſion vnder the great Seale of England, giuen ful power and 
Authoꝛitie vnto certaine Commiſſioners in the ſaid Commiſſion mentioned, from time to time 
to giue and take oꝛder, aſwell fo: the Surrender of any Eſtate, Leale, oꝛ terme foꝛ peeres life oz 
Liues, mentioned to be demiſed by any Letters Patents, Indentures oꝛ wꝛitings, of any ofthe. 
afoꝛeſaid pꝛemiſſes oz any part thereof, as thereupon, foꝛ ſuch reaſonable and moderate tonũde⸗

ration as ſhall be thought ſit by the ſaid Commiſſioners to Graunt, Demile, and let to Farme to 
euery ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons ſo ſurrendzing the Eſtate, Terme, oz Intereſt, claimed by them as 
afozelatd, oz to ſuch perſons as they ſhall nominate in that behalfe, ſuch, and ſo many ofthe Pꝛe⸗ 
nuſſes, as ſhalbe ſo mentioned to be ſurrendzed, foꝛ the terme of Fourtie yeres oꝛ vnder in poſſel⸗ 
ſion (other then Marſh oz ſurrounded Grounds, and certaine other Hereditaments, which may 
be Demiled foꝛ a longer Terme, as hath bene heretofoze accuſtomed) oꝛ foꝛ terme of ſire Lines 
oꝛ vnder, oꝛ foꝛ ſuch terme of Heeres, Life, oꝛ Lines, as ſhall be by any perſon oz perſons men⸗ 
tioned tobe Surrendzed, And farther to Grant, Demiſe, and let to Farme to any perſon oꝛ per⸗ 


ſons in Renerſion foꝛ reaſonable Conſideration, foꝛ the Terme ok one and twentie peeres, oz 
foꝛ ſuch number of peeres in Renerſion as ſhall be ſo mentioned to be Surrendꝛed as is afoꝛe⸗ 


ſaid, any ofthe foꝛeſaid pꝛemiſſes now in Leaſe, oz Eſtate to any perſon oz perſons, to commence 
and take effect after the Determination, Surrender, oꝛ Fozfeiture of the pzeſent Intereſt, 
Terme, oꝛ Eſtate. 

And his Maieſtie hath further foꝛ the great quiet and ſafety ol his louing Subietts, (whom 
it doeth tonterne) authoztzed the laid Commiſſioners to tontaine in euery Leale by foꝛte ofthe 
ſaid Commiſſion to be made, ſuch penalties of Nomine pœnæ oz other reaſonable tlauſes ( in ſterd 
of the ſtrict Pꝛouiſoes and Conditions) as the ſaide Commiſſioners ſhall in their wiſedomes 
and diſcretionsthinke fit, as by the ſaid Commiſſion moze at large appeareth. And whereas 
his moſt excellent Maieſtie, being infozmed that many of his louing Dubtects, and their Ante⸗ 
ſtoꝛs, haue foꝛ very ſmall Rent oflong and auntient time bene in quiet poſſeſſion of diuers Meſ⸗ 
ſuages, Lands, Tenements,# Hereditaments called Aſſerts, Waſts, oꝛ Pꝛepaſtures, which are, 
oꝛ were within the Limitsof ſome of his Maieſties Fozreſts, Hath foꝛ the common good and 
quiet of all his louing Subiects,and foz auoyding of chargeable and tedious Suits, by one other 
Commiſſion bnder the great Seale of England, ginen full power and authoꝛity bnto certaine 
Commiſſioners in the ſaid Commiſſion mentioned, foꝛ ſuch conſiderations as are therein expꝛel⸗ 
ſed, to bargaine, ſell and conclude fo: his Maieſtie, and in his Highneſſe name, ſoꝛ any ofthe ſayd 
Aſſert lands, Waſts oꝛ Pꝛepaſtures, to and with any perſon oz perſons, and their heires in Fee- 
farme, oꝛ other eſtate of Inheritante, with a diſcharge of the meane pzofits thereof, as by the 
ſaide Commiſſion moꝛe at large alſo appeareth. In conſideration whereof, and foz that the 
time being runne out, ⁊ the ſaide Annexation once eſtabliſhed, the ſatd Farmers, Leaſſees, Oc- 
cupters,Poſſeſſours, and others clayming vnder them,cannot obtaine to themlſeluesſo certaine 
and aſſured meanes of their benefit, quiet and freedome from Queſtions, Suits,and troubles, 
fo: the comfozt of themſelues, their wines and childꝛen, as they now may: His moſt excellent 
Maieſtie hath ofhis aboundant grace (with aduiſe ofhis Pꝛiuie Councell ) cauſed this his Noy⸗ 
all and Pꝛincely care and fauour to all his louing Subiects, to bee by theſe pꝛelents openly and 
bniuerſally diuulged and publiſhed. to the end that all of them ( whom it concerneth)may in time 
appzehend, and take the benefit thereof, and none ol them may be pꝛeuented of lo great a benefit, 
foꝛ want oftimely knowledge oz vnderſtanding.
